A revealing, and accusing, figure is 
that of previous arrests. Almost 60 per- 
cent of those arrested in the first six 
months had previous records of arrests 
and convictions. Our system doesn’t re- 
habilitate and obviously it is not decreas- 
ing crime. 

Juvenile delinquent figures again are 
bad. Boys and girls under 21 accounted 
for 16.1 percent of all crime committed 
in the first half of the year. Of all rec- 
ords received ages 21, 22, 23, 19 and 20 
predominate in that order. 3 

Also disturbing is the fact that more 
than 41 percent of all records examined 
‘in the first six months represented arrests 
for major violations—murder, robbery, 
assault, burglary, larceny and auto theft 
leading.

It tells us again that our penal system 
needs revising and our courts need to do 
something about release of prisoners—es- 
pecially those detained for sex crimes, 
who almost inevitably come back on the 
same charges.

We admit being puzzled. 

_ Delinquency broke out again in one 
of its spectacular forms, and we see the 
judge has said, very firmly indeed, that it 
must stop and has administered choices 
of fines or jail sentences. 

This puzzles us because we thought it 
had been stopped months ago when four 
vouths were sentenced to serve time as 
an object lesson to all wayward youths. 
We suspected at the time the reason they 
were so sentenced was because they were 

from families of some prominence, in- 
stead of being given probationary sen- 
tences—as were the latest cases involving 
second offenses of stealing cars and ac- 
cessories. We were assured at the time 
that what was needed was vigorous ac- 
tion by the courts. 

We can. only say that since this has 
failed, we presume the next step, leg irons 


and stripes, will be advocated by those 
who become so bloodthirsty in cases of 
juvenile delinquency. 

We say now—what we said at the time 
hysteria sent young first offenders to 
confinement—that we wish women’s or- 
ganizations, civic clubs and others inter- - 
ested in the problem would join us in 
arousing public opinion in behalf of a 
plan. It is that juvenile first offenders be 
given no publicity and that we develop 
separate schools, not prisons, for first and 
second offenders. We think, too, that 
county farm schools, with State aid, might 
be initiated to care for boys and girls who 
come to the attention of the courts and 
who will become delinquents if there is 
not a place for them. 

Let’s quit carrying on the present 
farce of trying to stop delinquency—after 
it has developed—with jail sentences.

Pres. Truman the Last To Know’? 


WASHINGTON—President Truman starts out on the second lap of his campaign for re-election 
under handicaps that would be completely disheartening to a man of less fortitude. 
On the one hand, he is faced with a three-way split in the ranks of his own party; while, on the 


other, he is confronted with the unanimous verdict of the leading poll takers that he is hopelessly 


defeated before he begins. 

The Wallace third party movement, which 
must be marked down as a split in Democratic 
ranks, was enough in itself to bring about the 
President’s defeat. It seems certain to take away 
enough liberal support to make it impossible 
for the Truman-Barkley ticket to win. 


On top of that comes the revolt of South- 


ern Democrats reflected in the Dixiecrat ticket. 
Through manipulation and otherwise, the Presi- 
dent’s name will not even appear on the ballot 
in some of the Southern states. 


In the first sarnplings of public sentiment as 
the campaign begins to get actively under way, 
the recognized poll takers give the President 
hardly an outside chance to win. That is true of 
the Gallup, Crossley and Roper polls. Earlier 
another poll of 50 leading Washington corre- 
spondents by Newsweek Magazine showed a 
- gimilar result. All 50 of the news writers polled 

expressed the view that Mr. Truman would be 
defeated. 

-. Mr. Elmer Roper, whose record in calling 
the turn on Presidential elections is faf better 
¢ than any of the others, says with a finality that 
borders on rashness that “Thomas E. Dewey is 
almost as good as elected to the Presidency of the 
United States.” Indeed, he is so convinced of 
that development that he says he will not bother 
to make a further report on the election con- 
test, “unless something really interesting happens 
before November.” 

Mr. Roper finds from. his latest survey that 
only 31.4 percent of the electorate now thinks 
they will vote for Mr. Truman. He gives Dewey 
442 per cent, with the balance scattered among 
Wallace, the Dixiecrats, Norman Thomas and the 
uncertains. 


Dr. Gallup produces a set of figures that are 
a little different but are just as conclusive as 
te the fina) decision. He finds that Governor 
Dewey has the support of 48 per cent of the 
voters and Mr. Truman 37 per cent, leaving a 
smaller balance for the others in the field. 


Mr. Roper makes the interesting observation 
that “all the evidence we have accumulated since 
1936 tends to indicate that the man in the lead 
at the beginning ef the campaign is the man 
who is the winner at the end of it.” Hence he 


,

says he can “think of nothing duller or more 
intellectually barren than acting like a sports 
announcer who feels he must pretend he is wit- 
nessing a neck-and-neck race that will end in a 
photo finish or a dramatic upset for the favorite 
—and then finally have to announce that the 
horse which was eight lengths ahead at the turn 
is still eight lengths ahead.” 

If Mr. Truman is depressed by any of this 
gloomy outlook for the Democratic ticket he does 
not show it. On the contrary, it seems to have 
spurred him on to a greater effort. He is plan- 
ning one of the most intensive campaign tours 


ever undertaken by a Presidential scandidate. As 
he once put it privately, “I do not depress easily.” 


The American people admire this quality in 
a man who ignores the odds and keeps on plug- 
ging. And so it is that Gov. Dewey had best 
descend from his ivory tower and get down to 
more personal campaigning or he may yet fimd 
at the firish that he has a race on his hands, Up 
to now the Republicans have acted more ort the 
assumption that it was only necessary for them 
to coast to victory without bestirring themselves 
very much.

Why Georgia 
Is Hopeful! 


A reaction, anticipated to the last cartoon 
end editorial, has greeted the election in Geor- 
gia. It was quite to be expected that the nation 

would not. understand what we ourselves only partially compre. 
hend, . 

( This inability to comprehend kept a half-million registered 
voters at home, unwilling to vote either way. It, and not intimida- 
tion, made apathetic a good half the Negro registration, although 
to the other States, their choice was assumed to have been unani- 
mous and fervent. .To our neighbors, near and distant, the choice 
appeared as “one between day and night, good and evil. Yet the 
half-million registered voters, including half the Negroes, who 
stayed at home dispute that opinion. 

The Negro voter has proved that he is not for sale and that he 
cannot be herded to the polls. He was so herded in Georgia in 
1946, and the leadership which organized that march, with marked 
ballots and with fear, did him and his cause great harm. But, he 
learned. In local elections this month his votes were split along 
the same sort of lines as that of white voters. The really astonish- 
ing facts are his progress in voting. There are about 700,000 Negro 
voters in the South today and there will be about 2,000,000 by 1950. 
The evidence is that this Negro vote is largely not eager to be a 
bloc vote. This is an important fact, and our history will record 
the effects of a rational acceptance of its meaning. 

Those are some of the facts. They do not justify the cartoons 
or the editorials. They ask for analysis. 


Ho e There is optimisin in Georgia about the possibilities of 
p Herman Talmadge, a fact which stuns some of our neigh- 
bors. If he justifies it, he will make a name for himself not merely 
locally, but nationally. He knows that, since he is an intelligent 
young man, and ambitious. 

This is not to say he will retreat from his stand on segregation. 
He knows how the State and South felt about Wallace and Truman. 
There is no demand that he abandon his position. But, there is 
reason to believe he will attempt a physical program for the Negro 
in schools, hospitals and general welfare which will be more bene- 
ficial than previous promises and fine phrases, which have left 
little of substance behind them. There is no reason to believe he 
will encourage or condone violence. 

So, while it may be difficult for an outsider to understand it, 
the average Georgian, viewing the primary in which a half-million 
voters stayed at home on a fine, cool day, is hopeful. If he is wrong, 
well, then, it will be what may be expected. But, he is hopeful. 


Lesson There is another factor, which is more important than 

all the others. I think this time that even some sincere 
Negroes who have believed that the solution lay in imposing some- 
thing from the top, have seen the light. 

They have been encouraged by the editorials and some of our 
leaders, who have spoken expansively of leaders not affiliated 
with any faction; of the great, pure and noble man who some day 
will put down his quest for money; quit his ‘ir-conditioned office, 
and go out and run for Governor. 

There have been too many who have talked naively of our 
problem; and apparently thought of it, in errdneous fashion, as 
ge a which could be cured merely by installing a good man 
in office. 


Reason We must see, if we are ever to see, that this is not the 

case and mever has been the case. Neither Georgians 
nor Southerners are Willfully mean, cruel people, flocking by na- 
ture into the Ku Klux Klan. They are people moulded by the 
forces of their own history, traditions, economy, and these have 
produced their culture. Many of them feel cheated by life, and are 
cheated. Part of the antagonism for the Negro lies in the fact of 
the slave psychology of the past, and if he seems not as cheated as 
they, or not worse cheated, it appears as enormously wrong and, 
somehow, his fault. I can assure the observers from afar that a 
majority of the people who believe in young Herman Talmadge 
because they believed in his father, and because their fathers be- 
lieved in Tom Watson, are good, well-meaning. Calvinistic, ortho- 


-dox persons. Protest is the core of politics and the South is’ pro- 


testing. 


Clear It ought now to be clear that the Truman and Dewey 
programs, and the more extreme one by Henry Wallace, 
to alter the whole structure of social organization in the South, by 
legislation, or force, are not possible. They seek to impose some- 
thing from above. They are the prohibition law in a new guise. 
Attitude For a long time there has been an attitude that the 
position of the South was willfully what it is. This 
has led to a more or less constant criticism of the South. It has 
given the Southern Kluxer and feudal opponent of change, strength 
they would not otherwise have had. The South was making steady 
ress. But those who wanted a complete change in 24 hours, 
refused to admit it. They held that everything could be changed, 
human nature abolished, and a utopia arrived at, if only the willful 
Southerners wouldn’t be so willful. 
he South is not going to abandon its segregation pattern as 
long as its population groups are what they sare and a common- 
sense attitude would not expect it. Only migration and economics 
will change it. If criticism free of hypocrisy and cant could be 
substituted for the exploited prodding of the South, which destroys 
the Southern liberals who do understand how to bring about prog- 
ress, then we might hasten the day of that utopia. 
Until the change is from the bottom up, no amount of imposi- 
tion from the top will help anything. 
So, Georgia is hopeful with what the present produces.

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Communism in the Fur Business 


NEW YORK—While the leading characters of the fur and leather industry are on the subject 
ef Communist union coercion and extortion, a little frankness from an observer who does not pre- 
tend to be particularly friendly might contribute to a good result. The reason why I am not par- 
ticularly friendly to the fur indistry is that the railroads, utilities and banks got a good tanning 
@ach in turn. and the public opinion was that it served them right and did them good. I wasn’t 


particularly friendly to them. 

The fur industry; which has a turnover of 
about $1,000,000,000 a year in the City of New 
York alone, has never been stood in the lineup as 
it deserved to be on the basis of a sordid record 
ef corruption, greed and brutality. This was pub- 
lished in the volumes of the old Dies Committee 
and never went any further, but the leaders of 
the industry do not need to be told about it. They 
know. And to anyone who offers the old platitude 
that the methods of the Dies Committee were not 
judicial, I have to reply that the head men of the 
fur industry would rather let the testimony go 
unchallenged than take it to a formal trial where 
tt would be proved beyond doubt. Another thing 
that I would say is that the hearings of the Labor 
Relations Board during a time parallel with the 
life of the Dies Committee were outrageous kan- 
garoo courts in which the judges were not only 
prosecutors but complaining parties as well. I 
mever heard a squawk from Eleanor the Great or 
any of her cult about the justice of that. 

Without preliminary, we, can concede that the 
fur industry is more or less a unit politically and 
very much more so than less. It is, in all but most 
formal sense, a lodge of the New Deal as you might

Only in the City of New 
York and only in areas heavily inhabited by col- 
onized Porto Ricans and by Baltic, Russian and 
Rumanian immigrants and their children, are 
Communist candidates for public office consist- 
ently successful. At any rate, the union is a Com- 
munist front and an agency of Communist politics 
and propaganda. Most important, it dominates the 
industry. . 


The fur industry is so nearly saturated 
with Communism that the businessmen on the 
employing side are actually Helpless. It is real- 
ly surprising and a credit to these gentlemen, 
that a few spokesmen have had the courage 
to give testimony which certainly will make 
things bad for them in business henceforth. 
That is, it will make things bad for them until 
the Soviet empire’ strikes the blow to start 
the war. When that happens, of course, there 
will be a sudden furious outbreak against all 
traitors and all who played with them, includ- 
ing Eleanor the Great. But those who have 
recently put themselves on record, especially 
in such dangerous circumstances, may get 
some consideration. I doubt, though, that this 
would go for Joe Curran, of the Maritime 
Union, or Mike Quill, of the Transport Union. 
They went too far and waited to long. 


As to the businessmen in the fur industry who 
have strung along with the Communists, we have 
already laid down the law for them. We did that 
at Nurnberg. They may say that they had to sub- 
mit to the Communist union or go broke. That is 
what the Nazis said, and it didn’t do them a bit of 
good. Their rank and file employees may say that 
they had to join and pay and submit or starve. 
That is what many German workers earnestly 
pleaded. A lot of good it did them. 


The parallel to the story of the Nazi business- 
men and the rank and file workers who had to 
join the party and heil Hitler or starve is almost 

rfect.

This committee later report- 
ed its findings, calling the testi- 
mony lacking in factual support 
end saying present regulations 
are adequate. 

Further, the committee said Al- 
exander and his associates “had 
never made a persistent effort” 
to inform top officials of their 
fears. Their testimony before the 
Senate group was termed “irre- 
sponsible” in the report. 

The State Department yesterday 
took action, writing Alexander and 
charging him with misconduct 
and neglect of duty. 

Disciplinary action involves a 
lengthy and technical procedure, 
but includes Alexander’s right to 
reply to the charges and obtain a 
public hearing. 

Alexander’s defense was indi- 
cated to be based on the conten- 
tion that civil service employees 
are entitled to protection against 
retaliatory action by departmental 
superiors after they testify before 
Congressional committees.

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New Hope for 


Underpaid Nurses 


By DORIS LOCKERMAN 


| An announcement has been made that 
igs the country’s doctors are becoming alarmed 

by the critical situation in nursing and are throwing their 
support behind the campaign for greater security, eco- 
nomic and professional, for the 320, registered women 
in white who are their partners in the care of America’s 


health. 

It is easy for an off-side expert to second-guess the players, but 
ft occurs to me that this has been a long time coming, considering 
how much evidence there has been to the effect that nurses have 
been unpaid and overworked. 

For several years now, 
than we have had. 

There have been constant drives to enlist the services of kindly- 
disposed, attractive young women into this work that is more than 
labor ... but a service of humanity. 

We have published pictures of dimpled young student nurses 
having a wonderful time at receptions, we have published poignant 
stories of the near-spiritual “call” of nursing; we have dug into 
the legend of the Lady with the Lamp—in short, we have pulled 
all the stops. 

A few sweet young women have responded to each appeal, but 
never enough. 

A year or so ago a distraught woman came in, furtively, and 
said that the only solution was that nurses had to have more 
money for their work. Since money is the solution to so many 
things, it seemed probable. ° 

“The hospitals,” she said, “claim they cannot pay more, 
with the rising costs of operation. They say their fees now 
are at the maximum for the patient. An emergency iliness 
ean strike terror to the hearts of any family. We know that. 
But we are quitting the nursing profession because we can 
make more money in many other places. 

“Now,” she said, almost in a whisper, “why couldn’t the 
hospitals assess a fee from the doctors who use the hospital 
facilities, and iet that come to us? It would take away some 
ef their income, it is true, but it would make us more effi- 
cient and more willing, and more helpful. ... And, after 
all, we are an extension of the doctors’ skill. Our care 
makes it possible for them to care for many times more 
patients than they could if they had to administer drugs, give 
treatments, injections and all the other delicate medical serv- 
ices we perform.” 

“But,” she said hastily, “you won’t ever use my name, 
‘will you? Because it isn’t a popular thought with many 
people.” 

Doctors, who have always dedicated their lives to public service 
by their own oath, have themselves begun to see the necessity of 
this type of subsidy. Many of them have hired their own nurses, 
who care for their patients, wherever they are convalescent, in a 
hospital. 
surer attention. 

And now, nationally, the Medical Society of the County of New 
York has said that nurses must be given higher pay and greater 
professional prestige. It revealed that the supervisor of a diaper 
service in a department store earned the same salary as a hospital 
nursing suprvisor who had obtained her post only after years of 
tough service. 

For the record: The average pay of nurses on general duty 
is $172.50 a month, with the average (no overtime pay) work week 
46.5 hours. ”
